Mr. Cameron attended the 
Honorable Court with me when the agreement for our large (hips was made, it was 
then propofed to allow us no more demorage than the other (hips of this feafon, 
namely, 10 d. per ton per day on 500 tons/20. 165. 8 d. no additional time of detention 
was ever mentioned, we contended for a fair proportional rate which would have been 
as 750 tons are to 1150 on 780 tons 10 d. per day £32. ior. The Honorable Court 
thought this too much, and it was repeatedly urged in. argument, “ that we ought 
“ to be fatisfied with the fame demorage as was allowed the (hip Nottingham laft feafon.”

“ under the name of Fortitude. She was then commanded by Captain Gregorie who 
“ now has the Manfhip, and captured on her firft voyage by a frigate belonging 
“ to Monf. Suffrein’s fquadron on the coaft of Coromandel. Suffrein fold her to the 
“ Danes, of whom I purchafed her in Copenhagen in 1785. In 1786, flie was taken 
“ up by the Company on the precife terms of the feafon given to other fliips, and 
“ difpatched for China. The voyage has been honorably performed, and Ihe ftands 
“ now a candidate for employ, in point of rotation, immediately fucceeding the 
“ Ganges, Sulivan, Valentine, and Vanfittart.” Her condition and qualification 
for fervice I have no doubt will bear the ftridleft examination of your Surveyors, and 
I hope that I may be permitted to add, without offence, that though I had no exprefs 
compadt for a fecond voyage, yet the purchafe by me was in truth made in full 
confidence, that your Honorable Court would never difeard a fhip built expreflly 
for your fervice in the very prime of her exiftence, and in fadt contrary to your in¬ 
variable preceding pradtice. Though difference in opinion may arife among indi¬ 
viduals, particularly where intereft niuft naturally operate, my appeal is now made 
to thole vvho are the eledted guardians of the great intereft of the proprietory, from 
whofejufticel am fure that I may expedt all that is right. That I engaged on the 
full, and I thought well founded convidtion of future employ, every circumftance 
will prove. In my inftrudtions to Captain Cowper, I held out as an incitement for 
his attention and good condudf, the hope of his continuance in the command.

The proper and only mode of proceed¬ 
ing againft the Owners for a breach of Charter-Party, is by an aCtion to be tried by a 
Jury, who will give a verdiCt for fuch damages as the Company fhall prove they have 
fuftained ; and although no particular damages fhould be proved, yet if the breach fhall 
appear to be clear and certain, I conceive the Jury ought to give a verdidl for the Com¬ 
pany with nominal damages; however, if no damage fhall be proved, and the circumftan- 
ces on inveftigation fhall be fuch, upon a mercantile contraCt, as to lead the Jury to 
doubt, whether the Owners may not have done, what appeared to them to be beft, and 
without any view to injure or rifk the Company’s property, they may poffibly fee pro¬ 
per to exercife a difcretion, and acquit the parties of the breach afligned. The circum- 
ftances are not Hated in the Report, but if they were detailed at length, as they depend 
upon nautical knowledge and obfervations, it would be impoffible for me to form a 
judgment upon them.

I WAS yefterday favored with yours, accompanying a copy of the fhip Warley’s 
Charter-Party; on taking a curfory view of which, there appears to me a great error 
with refpeCt to the time of her entering on demorage, which 1 prefume muff have 
originated bv miftake, for I cannot conceive that the Honorable Court of Directors 
could intend putting the large fhips (which are built immediately at their requeft) 
on a worfe footing than the lhips of eight hundred tons. 

From their capability of carrying troops, I prefume they mull always touch at 
fomt port in India, previous to their going to China; confequently, mu ft be nearly 
fix months from the time of arrival at their ftrft configned port, till difpatched for 
Europe; at which period they will not be entitled to one (hilling demorage, though 
navigated at a much greater expence than the fhip of eight hundred tons, which will 
at that time be entitled to upwards of £ 1200. demorage. 

Muft beg you would pleafe to lay the above before the Honorable Court, which 
I flatter niyfelf wants but to be inveftigated to be amended; but fhould it require 
farther confideration, muft requeft the Honorable Court would pleafe to give fuch 
directions, that the bufinefs of the fhip may not be retarded, fhe being ordered to be 
ready to receive her cargo on the 29th of October inftant, at which time fhe will be 
ready and become a heavy expence to the Owners.

or four of the claufes expunged or altered, we cannot have an objedion to fign them 
which are as follows, viz. b 

Page 7. Exprefsly pointing out and diredly forbidding any teas being flowed in any 
other part of the fhip than the hold and upon the lower decks, abaft the pump well, which 
we conceive very materially affeds the intereft of the Honorable Company themfelves 
and particularly that of the Owners; for, upon their calculation, no fuch reftridions 
were ever thought of, and upon the faith of the Charter, which all Owners of lhips had 
fubfcribed to for many years, did the Owners of the Nottingham embark; at the fame 
time we with to be underflood, in cafe the Honorable Committee fhould think it con- 
mtent and prudent to alter the mode of fhips flowing their cargoes, we would molt rea¬ 
dily meet their ideas in fome meafure. The other two claufes are, the time the fhip 
fhould lay at China before fhe comes on demorage; the original Charter and pofitive 
agreement was four months, the new fix months, and the fame proportion for unloading 
in the river Thames; all of which we humbly fubmit to the confideration of the Ho¬ 
norable Committee.

IN May, 1786, Mr. James Jones, by his agent Mr. Robert Thompfon, wrote feveral 
letters to the Company, offering to build a new fhip, to be employed by the Company 
in 4 or more voyages to China, at certain rates of freight therein mentioned ; the two 
former tenders were rejeded by the Company, the latter was accepted. See a copy of 
the letters of l ender, and of the Court’s proceeding thereon, marked A. 

It appears that this agreement was made on behalf of MefTrs. Timothy and William 
Curtis. 

At the time this laft tender was made and accepted, the ufage of the Company 
was, and for, a long courfe of years had been, that demorage fhould commence at the 
end of four months after the fhip’s arrival in India ; and agreeable to this ufage a Char¬ 
ter-Party of affreightment was executed between Meffrs. Curtis as Owners of the faid 
nevv fhip, (named the Nottingham) and the Company, for her firft voyage to China. 

Subfequent to the above-mentioned tender of, and agreement for the laid new fhip 
for four or more voyages, the Company new modelled and made great alterations in 
their Charter-Party; amongft other variations, they altered the time of the commence¬ 
ment of demorage, to make the fame commence later upon larger, than upon fmaller 
fhips; by this regulation the demorage upon the Nottingham, "in her fecond Voyao-e, 
may not commence ’till after the end of about: fix months, in Head of four months’ 
from her arrival in India. 

1 he fhip being about to proceed on her fecond voyage, the Company have tendered 
to the Owners of the Nottingham a Charter-Party in the form, and under the ftipu- 
lations and agreements in which it has been altered, fince the tender and avreement 
was made as above-mentioned.

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The Charter-Party entered into between the Company and the Owners in this (hip's 
firft voyage, dated 30th Auguft, 1786, contained the following covenants on the 
part of the Owners, viz. 

I. That before the (hip’s departure from Cravcfend, (he lhotiid lie manned with, 
the Mafter and 127 men, whereof the Mailer and at lead three-fourths of the men. 
fhoulct be Englilh, and fhould fo continue manned during the voyage. 

II. That the Chip (hould be well and fuflkiently furnished with all neceffary 
(lores, 26 pieces of ordnance mounted, whereof (ix to be on the quarter deck, 45 
barrels of gunpowder, ihot thirty rounds, ammunition and furniture equal to, and 
fufficient for fuch a fhip and voyage; and in a fubfequent part it is ftipulated that 
all her guns (hould be clear. 

III. That all goods received into the lbip, {hould be in the bed; manner (lowed 
to prevent damage, and difpofed of in the faid ihip, in fuch manner, and in fuch 
places, as would not lumber or incommode her working, or render her incapable 
of defence. 

The above are general covenants, without any penalty or forfeiture being 
exprdfed in rvfpedt of the breach of them. 

It appears, that when the ihip failed from China on her homeward voyage, (lie had 
only 104 inftead of 127 men on board, and the Captain, in juftification of himfelf 
for not providing the full complement of men, has produced inftrudions from the 
Owners exprefBy forbidding his entering any Chinefe feamen whilli he had 100 men 
left belonging to the ihip. 

It a!fo appears, that feveral of the lb ip’s guns were nor mounted, but were llruck 
down below, and that the ihip was fo much overloaded and lumbered, that the reft 
of the guns could not be clear, and the people mud have been very indifferently 
birthed. 

It alfo appears that the quantity of goods (hipped in this (hip’s homeward voyage, 
was too great, and that the ihip was lb full, and loaded in fuch a manner, rhat there 
was great ri(k of damage if the Ihip had met with bad weather. See a copy of the 
report of the Committee,of Shipping, marked C. 

Although it is evident, that the Owners have been guilty of breaches of the Charter- 
Party, in the inftances above-mentioned, yet from the fortunate circumftances of 
the homeward voyage, the Company will not be abie to prove any particular damage 
Curtained. 

The Company fee it proper to take effedual meafures to prevent a repetition of 
fuch condud as above-mentioned on the part of the Owners. 

Qtr. Can the Company fupport an action againft the Owners, and 
obtain a verdidt for a breach of covenant in the inftances above-mentioned, 
or any of them ; and as the former Charter-Party has been broken by the 
Owners, can the Company refufe to continue the ihip in their fervice, 
unlefs the Owners will fubir.it to the new regulations. 

I think the Company can fuftain an adion* and obtain a verdid on all the covenants 
which have been broken ; but as no particular injury has been fuilained, the damages 
would be very (hull, and I cannot advife the Company to bring fuch an action. 
As however the Owners have broken thefe general covenants, which rnay be attended 
with ferious confequences, I think the Company will be fully juftified in requiring the 
Owner to enter into covenants better calculated to enforce the obfervance of their 
con trad in future; and as the Owners mull apply to a Court of Equity to compel 
n fpecific performance of the contrad, on the pare of the Company, I am inclined 
to think they could not fucceed if they refufed fuch reasonable precaution to prevent 
a repetition of their own mifeondud. I cannot however, think the Company cart 
refufe to continue the (hip in their fervice, unlefs the Owners (hall fubmit to the new 
regulations.

Mr. James Jones’s Letter to the Court, nth May, 1786. 

Underftanding that the Honorable Company will want more fhips than they 
have at prefent, I prefume to tender two fhips, which I will engage fhall be built 
in the fummer of 1787, fo as to be able to proceed to China in the enfuing feafon, of 
the burthen of 1000 to 1200 tons, upon the following terms, for four voyages 
certain, and as many more as they may be found competent, viz. 

Firft two voyages to China at ^22. per ton, other two, and what voyages they may 
be found competent to proceed afterwards, £zo. per ton; as the fhips are meant to 
lie built and conftrudted for the China trade alone, it is my with they may be con* 
fidered for that exprefs purpofe ; but in cafe it fhould be neccffary to fend them to 
other parts of India, to have the fame difference of freight as the Company allow 
other fhips; the fhips to be commanded by officers brought up in the Company’9 
fervice, but referving myfelf the appointment, and in cafe of rnifbehaviour, the right 
of difmiffion. As my name may not be known to the Honorable Company, they may 
learn my refponfibility of Mr. Brickdale, Member for Briftol, of which place I have 
been a refident many years, and fhall be ready to give fuch fecurity as may be 
required. 

Pleafe to let any anfvver I may be favored with be directed to Briftol, and as foon 
as poffible, as flips are kept for me for a few days. 

“ This tender is to be confidered to continue in time of peace, if war

_ \’v'e have perufed the Charter tent us by your Secretary for the Nottingham’s 
intended voyage, which differs fo very materially from that we fubferibed to the 
l- il: voyage, which, when Mr. Jones tendered and let the fliip to the Honorable Com. 
pany, we conceived as binding on our part, for the voyages then agreed for, and of 
cour.e we could not have an idea but it was equally binding on the part of the Hono¬ 
rable Company; however, on perilling fotne of the claufes, we find them more 'ex¬ 
plicit, better to be underftood, and apparently, more beneficial to each contractin'* 
party ; and were three or four of the claufes expunged or altered, we cannot have an 
objedhon to lign them, which are as follows, vvA. 

Page 7, exprefsly pointing out and dtrcdly forbidding any teas being flowed in; any 
other part oi the fhip than the hold, and .upon the lower deck abaft the pump well 
which we conceive very materially affeds the intend of the Honorable Company 
thcrnlelvcs, and particularly that of the Owners, for upon their calculation, no fuch 
reftridion was ever thought of, and upon the faith of the Charter which all Owners of 
fhips had fubferibed to for many years, did the Owners of the Nottingham embark * 
at the lame time we wilh to be underftood, in cafe the Honorable Committee fhould 
tninfc it continent and prudent to alter the mode of fhips flowing their cargoes we 
wouid moft readily meet their ideas in fome meafure. The other two claufes are the 
tunc the fhip fhould lay at China before fhe conies on demorage ; the original Charter 
and pofitive agreement was four months, the new, fix months, and the fame propor- 
tton for unloading in the river Thames. All of which we humbly fubmit to the con- 
uderation of the Honorable Committee, fubfenbing ourfslves,

THE Committee upon taking into confideration the reference of Court of the 
2d of July laft, on the letter from the Honorable William Elphinftone, John Travers* 
and Thomas Pattle, Jun. Efqrs. advifing the ftate of the ftiip Nottingham, do report, 
that it appears to this Committee from the feveral documents and other information 
which have been laid before them, that this fhip’s cargo has been delivered in as good 
condition as that of the generality of other Chips, which circumftance may be attri¬ 
buted to her early difpatch from China, and a remarkably good paflage home; but 
notwithftanding, the great advantages which mull have refulted to the Company 
in the fafe arrival of this Chip, from the large quantity of goods at half freight, the 
Committee cannot think it advifeable to adopt the ftowage of fliips to the extent this 
has been carried, for it appears from the reports of the date of the Ihip from the above 
Gentlemen of the Diredtion, and from the Maftcr-Attendant and his Affiftant, that the 
people muft have been very indifferently birthed, and many inconveniencies muft 
have been the confequence of a part of the cargo, all the cables, the grtateft part 
of the provifions and water beings flowed upon the gun deck, at the Tame time that 
feveral of the guns were flruck down below, and ftore rooms were built upon the 
upper deck; and the Committee are not without their apprehenfions, that if the 
Nottingham had been expofed to an enemy, or met with a heavy gale of wind, her 
fituation muft have been very critical. It further appears to the Committee, that the 
lhip when fhe failed from England was five men Ihort of her complement, but this 
was owing, as Captain Anderfon informs the Committee, to an accidental circumftance, 
and that he had not an opportunity of replacing them before the ftiip failed ; it like- 
wife appears that the Nottingham had only 104 men when fhe failed from China, 
inftead of her complement of 127; but Captain Anderfon, in his juftification, has 
produced to the Committee the written inftrudtions from the Owners, exprefsly for¬ 
bidding his entering any Chinefe while he had 100 men left belonging to the ftiip. 

It alfo appears, that the manner in which the fhip was loaded at Canton, was 
precifely conformable to the orders of his Owners, which have likewife been laid 
before the Committee ; but how far the Owners are juflified, in premeditatedly giving 
orders to Captain Anderfon before he failed from England, which muft operate in 
diredt contradidtion to the Charter-Party and the Court’s Inftrudtions, are points which 
the Committee beg leave to fubmit to the decifion of the Court. 


APPENDIX, No. 1019. 

THE Chairman defires to lay the following obfervations upon the records of the 
Company, as a juftification of his opinion, with refpedt to his objedting to the in¬ 
troduction of Chips beyond the burthen of 7 or 800 tons into the Company’s employ. 

The Ihip tonnage employed annually by the Eaft-India Company, to carry out 
the exports from Great Britain, and to bring home the productions of India and 
China, amount to about four or five and twenty thoufand tons; the teas alone, to 
furnilh the neceflary fupply for the confumption of the year, will occupy near 16,000 
tons. 

The exports from England for the purpofes of commerce, do not take up near 
the whole of the tonnage required to bring home the cargoes from India and China, 
fo that by means of the fpare tonnage outwards, the Chips are enabled to convey the 
troops and ftores for the governments abroad, and fuch Britifh fubjedts as are licenfed 
to refide in the fettlements, either as fervants of the Company, or as traders on their 
own account, and who could not otherwife obtain a paflage under the Company’s 
exclufive rights, without holding out encouragement for foreign lliips, to become 
the channel of conveyance for our fellow fubjedts to India. 
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of whether wafte or profufibn have been overlooked in the difburfements abroad. If 
any fuch fhould appear, effectual fteps fhould be taken to correct them. 

But the great influx of wealth into Britain, in the laft twenty-five years, has made 
money fo cheap that it would be impoflible to bring down the freight in the prefent 
rich and opulent ftatc of this country to a par with thofe poorer ftates, wherein the ex- 
pences of labor and provifions alone, are 30 or 40 per cent, below the amount in En¬ 
gland ; fuch a wild attempt, as to reduce the Engliih freights to and from India to the 
foreign ftandard, would lead to conftant contention with the Owners from year to year, 
and render very precarious the fecurity of a permanent body of fhipping equal to the 
Company’s annual demand for fhip tonnage, to bring the refpeftive cargoes home from 
India and China. 

If the prices in 17S6, of the feveral articles required in the building and outfit of an 
Eaft-Indiaman, are taken as a ftandard for calculating the expence, a fhip of 800 tons 
burthen cannot be built and fitted for fea for lefs than £21000. a fhip of the burthen of 
1160 or 70 tons, reckoning from the fame ftandard prices, cannot be equipped to fea 
for lefs than £33. or £34000. 

The fhip of 800 tons, with 90 tons of kintledge, it is prefumed, would bring home, 
with fome alteration in the packages, and care and attention in the ftowage, 800 tons of 
net goods, or about 90 or 100 tons furplus tonnage; and let at £23. ioj. per ton, would 
earn between £19. and £20000.'* freight, the amount that would be fufficient to give the 
Owners a fair return for their rifk and expences when the original coft is valued at 
£21000. 

The fhip of 1160 or 70 tons, with 140 tons kintledge, would not, if properly 
manned, her guns all mounted, and the middle deck fufficiently cleared either from 
goods or fiores, bring home much more than 1290 freight tons of net goods, making, 
with kintledge, about 270 tons of furplus tonnage ; which, upon a fhip of 1160 tons 
burthen, let at £21. per ton for builders meafurement, and the reft at half freight, 
would barely amount to £27400. a fum by no means fufficient to bring the Owners a 
fair return,, even if the ,original coft to fea amounted to no more than £32000. 

The idea, that the fum of £27000. to be earned by freight, would afford a fufficient 
return to the Owners for the rifk and expence incurred by the voyage, was found¬ 
ed on an expectation, that the coft and outfit of a fhip of 1160 tons burthen would 
not much exceed £28000. fterling; but experience feems to contradict: this efti- 
mate, as moft of thefe larger fized fhips have coft, when compleatly fitted for fea, 
from 33 to upwards of £34000. a fhip. 

Now, admitting the Nottingham, which fhip is univerfally allowed to have been 
very improperly loaded, fhall, on any future voyage, have only three thoufand five 
hundred quarter chcfts lefs than on the laft, which muff be the cafe if the Owners 
conform to the directions given for the ftowage of the China cargoes, the fhip would 
then, inftead of 1570 tons of net goods, as were laden on her laft voyage, bring little 
more than 1300 freight tons; which, with the kintledge, would make the furplus 
tonnage about 290 or 300 tons, the outfide, and the amount of the freight altogether, 
£28000. The fhip being let at £22. per ton, this fum, fuppofing it adequate to the rifk 
and expence, would bring home the goods at £22. 3J. 4 d. per ton, making a difference, 
in favor of the large fhips,of about £2. 135. upon every ton of net goods fo laden; and, 
allowing the annual confumption of teas to be about fixteen millions of pounds, will re¬ 
quire, according to thefe eftimates, about 15800 freight tons; the difference, therefore, in 
the expence to the Company, would be about £40000. more, if brought home upon 
fhips of 800 tons, in preference to thofe of 1160 or 70 tons. 

Suppofing, therefore, a reduction fhould arife on the freight to the amount of 
£40000. upon the annual importation, a faving to that extent would be no compenfa- 
tion for the injury the nation would fuftain from a diminution of our manufactures and 
induftry, which is likely to relult from reducing the number of fhips, required to 
carry on the China trade, to no more than one or two-and-thirty lhips, by building 
them of the burthen of near 1200 tons. 

The confiderable increafe in the demand for large timber, to provide the fcantlings 
and mads for fo many fhips of the propofed dimenfions, which would want to be 
renewed within the fpace of every ten or eleven y^ars, muff be liable to affect the prices 
of the larger growths, both of oak and fir; a circumftance of very ferious importance 
to the navy. Befides, there has always exifted a difference in the price, of from 20 

* Freight of 8qo tons of kintledge and goods, £19850. or £24. 16 s, 4^. on nett goods. 
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to 25 per cent, between the fixed timber nfed in building the new-conftru&ed Eaft- 
India Hups of 1200 tons, equal to the icantlings of a 64 gun (hip, and thofe that are 
in all refpe&s fufficient for the fcanriings of (hips from 720 to 800 tons burthen, the 
mads, anchors, cables, &c. by being fo much larger, come to a very heavy expence to 
renew them, if Ioffes accrue, much beyond the regular proportion, when compared with 
the fixes neceffary for (hips of 7 or 800 tons; befidcs, the weight of their anchors and 
cables, and the proportionate encreafe in their malts, yards, fails, and rigging, if 
fuch as their fafety and difpatch require, will call for more hands to work them than 
130 nien, the number which has been allotted for that purpoic : for thefe large 
■(htps, of near 12,00 tons burthen, are about the fame dimenlions with the Swedifh 
(hips, which carry on a direft China voyage from 160 to 170 men, officers included, 
though they regulate thei r failing to India, fo as to double the Cape of Good Hope in 
the fined fealbn of the year, and to arrive in Europe in the middle of dimmer. 
'The number of our (hips fent to load at China, will make it impracticable, for 
feveral of them, at lead, to leave China in time for the finer feafons; fome of the 
latter rbips, in particular, mud be expofed to winter paflages round the Cape, and 
to arrive in Europe about the Equinox, which has always been found to bring tern- 
peduous weather. Thefe large (hips will alfo find more obftrudtions and impediments 
in the Thames, from the depths of water in that river, and will incur heavier cx.pcnbes 
in docking, See. than the fmaller fized (hips of 7 or 800 tons; they will likewifo be 
found improper fliips under a late difpatch from any of the pom in India, or from 
England, to pafs to China by the Eallern pailages, w here they have to purfue their 
track through narrow channels, in ftrong and rapid currents, among illands and 
llaoals. However able they may be for defence or attack, if properly prepared, when 
called forth upon great emergency, they canner be confideied as proper fliips to be 
ranged among thofe of the line in a regular fleet, as their general condruidion, 
adapted.to mercantile purpofes, the fituation of {heir gun-decks, and the inferior weight 
of metal they arc defigned to carry, mud alike tend to render them unfit for t hat 
itation ; for if they (hall be properly moulded without, and filled within board for men 
of war, they will become unprofitable merchantmen ; as in that calc they ought not to 
be flat floored, and (hould have orlop beams and ports upon the lower decks, to enable 
them to carry heavy metal, circumftances ablblutely neceilary, if the fliips were in¬ 
tended at any time to be ranged in the line. 

On the other hand, if they are to be confidered as merchant fliips, and at the fame 
time to be framed from thofe (harper moulds ufed for the navy, and to have orlop 
beams, and lower deck ports cut out, fuch conftrudion and arrangement would be 
very difadvantageon? for flowing away goods, and render them incapable of taking in 
their proportionate tonnage, whilft ports along the lower deck would be liable to ex- 
pofe the cargo to damage, flowed either above or below that deck. 

If thefe larger fized (hips are built upon the ufual conftriuftion for merchantmen, 
they would frequently be found, in failing, to retard the fleet, whether {Rationed in or 
out of the line. The weight of metal mounted upon the middle deck might be 
much the fame as is carried by the larger frigates, but the bulk of thefe Induimen, 
and their heavy failing, would in general counteraft their expeded utility; and under 
no' circumftances could their fervices be rendered equivalent to the expence they 
would incur. 

If ever thofe fliips were to be employed in regular fervice, as (hips of force, 
they would become far more expenfive, in the end, than 8 or 9 men of war, from 60 
to 70 guns. Which might be built in India upon the beft conftruftion experience has 
adopted ; and two or three of them might be kept rigged and manned as guard fliips, 
and the reft laid up in ordinary at Bombay or elfewhere, with their marts, (ails, and 
rigging in conftant readinels to equip them for fea on the (horteft notice, whilft the 
cordage, canvas, and various other (lores, would be lupplfed from the manufactures 
of this country. 

Thefe merchant (hips of 1160 tons will not only interfere with the larger dimen 
fioned timber anti malts, which, if the national inrerefts were alone confidered, ought 
to be referved more immediately for the navy but the moll valuable branch of mamt- 
faftute to this country, that of (hip-building, rnuft be materially 3 Hefted, by only- 
two and thirty (hips being employed in the China trade, inftead of three or four and 
fifty, the number that would be wanted, if the lhips were froth 750 to Soo tons, to 
fecure the annual importation which the prefent confumption requires. By fuch a re- 
< 6 Y duftiqn 
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•dudlion in the number of fhips, many ftiipwrights will be out of work, the artificers 
of different kinds employed in the merchants yards, will be reduced, and much lefs 
quantities confumed of the different articles of manufafture and produce ufed in the 
conftrudtion and outfit of an Eaft-Indiaman. A left number of feamon will be trained 
up in the fervice, yet the encreafe of that defcription of men has ever been the great 

object of the Adi of Navigation. , 

The feveral confequences here enumerated, mult refult from carrying on the Eaft- 
India trade in fhips of 1200 tons, in the room of 75° 01 " tons burthen, whilft the 
laving to the Company, to the amount £ 40,000. the only poffible advantage to be 
derived, is merely conjedUUral, founded on no pail experience, contradidted by the 
expences incurred in navigating of Swedifh fliips of fimilar dimenfions; and which, 
on the fair trial, may in all probability be found fallacious, and that no fuch benefit 
will accrue to the Company in the end. 

Eftimates have been made on the great difference in the proportionate capacity for 
ftowage, between fhips of 800 and 1160 tons, and it is on this excefs in favor of fhips 
of the larger dimenfions, the encreafe to the Owner in the amount of his freight is 
eftimated to depend ; and which has, from the very improper ftowage of the Not¬ 
tingham, turned confiderably in favor of thofe larger fized fhips. 

The Nottingham’s hold is 17 feet deep, and fhe meafures, from the lower deck to 
the gunwale, 18 feet.

For there were flowed upon the lower deck 5446 quarter chefls of tea, equal to 
240 tons weight; and above her middle deck the fhip had 1668 quarter chefts of tea, 
weighing 75 tons, befides provifions, water, cables, and other necefiary ftores of the 
fhip, to the extent of 190 tons weight at leaft; thefe feveral ftores, with the few guns 
that were mounted, the officers and feamens chefls and bedding, together with the 
1668 quarter chefts of tea in the great cabin and fteerage, muft have been nothing 
fhort of 290 tons avoirdupois weight, laying, at the lhip’s departure from China, 
upon the middle and upper decks; and if to this we add the weight flowed upon 
the lower deck, to the amount of 240 tons in teas, with the dunnage, and the guns 
that were ftruck down upon that deck, there muft have been a conflant ftrain and 
preflure upon her upper works, every roll (he took of not lefs than 530 or 40 tons, 
avoirdupois weight, and near 300 tons of that weight laying from 7.to 15 feet above 
the water’s edge. I lhall therefore leave it, without further comments on fo extraordi¬ 
nary a diftribution of ftowage, to the refle&ion of every profeffional man, whether 
builder or feaman, to pronounce on the dangerous fituation to which a fhip of nearly 
1200 tons burthen muft be expofed in navigating through the ocean, with her cargo, 
ftores, and provifions, fo improvidently difpofed of in the fhip. A ftowage, furely 
not to be defended either on the ground of prudence or (Economy; for upon the 
middle and upper decks, where the 26 guns ought to have been mounted, few or 
no other articles fhould have been flowed, except chefts of apparel and bedding, 
belonging to the officers and feamen, a few light ftores, the live flock, and the 
fhip’s gang calks; whereas with the additional articles already Hated to have been 
flowed above the middle and upper decks, if we only reflect on the ftrain that will 
lay upon the upper works, at every deep roll the Ihipfhall take, it muft be allowed that 
no Ihip fo circumftanced could with fafety encounter the gales of wind, which every 
3 
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fliip muft be liable to meet with through thofe long voyages; befides, thefloles, 
cables, provifions, &c. being flowed upon the upper decks, mull, in cafe of a very 
hard gale of wind, expofe the fhip’s company to a precarious fituation for the fafety 
of their lives, becaufe, fuch fevere gales, as are often experienced off’ the Mauritius, 
the South Head of Madagafcar, the Cape of Good Hope, and the Weflern Illands, 
would, in all probability, reduce, a fliip, loaded like the Nottingham, to the wretched 
alternative of foundering, or being under the neceffity of flatting the water, and 
throwing overboard the provifions, cables and ftores of every kind flowed above the 
middle deck, all of them articles effential to the fafety of the fhip or thefubfiflence of 
her crewfuppofe the fliip* fo loaded, to meet with no fevere gale, as fortunately 
happened to the Nottingham, a weight to the amount of 540 tons avoirdupoife flowed 
above the middle deck, would weaken the upper works in rolling through fuch heavy 
fwells, as every fhip mull encounter in the higher latitudes, in a paflage of 6 or 7000 
miles, from China to England, however moderate the weather might prove ; there¬ 
fore, ’if no fatal accident was to arife, the fliip would, in all probability, become 
loofened in her frame, and be rendered fo leaky by the fecond or third voyage, as would 
make the cargo liable to receive much damage, and by that means might turn out, 
(under fuch ftowage as the Nottingham’s) more expenfive to the Company in the end, 
than the fmaller fliips. 

The prefent Eafl-Indiamen of 1x60 tons are taken in a great meafure from the ch- - 
menfions of the Swedifh fhips fent to China, and which are nearly the fame burthen, 
therefore our fliips cannot, at any rate, be expe&ed to carry more, if loaded only to 
the fame extent, and which feems to be fo far as prudence and general fafety will 

ad The Swedes allow of little or no private trade, and carry a much larger quantity of 
common boheas in proportion to the fize of their fliips, than are laden on thofe of 
the Englifh Eaft-India Company, yet that affortment of teas, from the mode of pack¬ 
ing them in China, is better calculated for ftowage than any other part of the cargo, the 
Swedifh fliips are generally 17 feet in the hold, and about feven feet between the lower 
and middle decks, the hold is completely filled with goods, and the lower deck flowed 
with goods to the main-hatchway ; the remaindei of that deck is left foi cables, water, 
provifions and ftores of every kind, and perhaps fome fmall packages of china ware or 
drugs, occupying thereby as much room as can fafely be allotted for the cargoes. The 
goods’are always flowed to the utmoft advantage, for they have packages made to hold 
teas, which are adapted to thofe breakages, that would otherwife remain unoccupied. 

The Swedifh fhip Guftavus the Third, burthen about 1180 tons, brought home this 
feafon goods, according to the Englifh Company’s eftimate of freight tonnage, to the 
extent of 1273 tons, equal to 93 tons of net goods beyond their builders meafiurement, 
which, with 147 tons of kintledge, would, in the calculation of freight tons on board 
an Englifh China fhip of fimilar dimenfions, amount to about 240 tons furplus ton¬ 
nage, °and feems to be nearly as much as thefe larger fized fliips ought, in prudence, to 
be allowed to flow'. 

If the mutual benefit of the Company and the Owners fhall be alike confidered, I am 
firmly perfuaded the fhips employed in every branch of the Company’s commerce ought 
not to be extended beyond the burthen of 7 or 800 tons, the fize beft calculated upon 
the whole to anfwer every political and commercial end. 

If the fliips were to be built of one general dimenfion; or if the Chefts for the dif¬ 
ferent aflortments of teas were made to anfwer, more accurately, the depth of the hold, 
and the height between the lower and middle decks, which might eafily be done; and 
if the Singlos and Congous were to have double the prefent quantities in each cheft, 
fome confiderable advantage would arife from thefe alterations; and if no ftores or pro¬ 
vifions, wet or dry, were to be flowed upon the lower deck abaft the main-mail, but 
that fpace between the ftern-poft and main-hatchway to be occupied folely by chefts of 
tea, the lower deck would take 3 or 600 quarter chefts more than have fcarcely ever 
been flowed there; which would be equal to 30 or 40 freight tons. Thefe circum- 
fiances would undoubtedly enable the fhip of 800 tons burthen to carry, at leaft, 100 
tons furplus tonnage, and leave, at the fame time, the fpace along the lower deck, 
from the after-part of the main-hatchway to the bows, for the ftowage of water, pro¬ 
vifions, cables, and ftores of all kinds, befides feveral fmall packages of China-ware 
and drugs, without the neceffity either of lumbering the middle or upper decks, or 
{training the fliip by the preflure of an improper weight upon her upper works, and 

thereby 
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thereby render it abfolutely neceffary to ftrike the guns down below, and to leave the 
Hi ip defenedefs, to enable her to carry a moderate fail, which has been the fituation 
of feveral of the returning (hips from China of late years. 

I have now Hated my fentitnents upon this important fubjedt, and fully explained the 
fads and circunjftanees which have led me invariably to oppqfe the introdudion of thefe 
large Ihips into the Company’s fcrvi.ee ; and I have brought thefe obfervations forward, 
in my own jollification, in order to fhew the ground of my oppofition to the meafure, 
and witlt an earned defire of fubmitting them to the comments of whoever will take 
the trouble to examine into the folidity and truth of the aflertions herein contained. 
As in that cafe, I am confident they will either be fairly exploded, by proving they will 
not operate in the manner, or to the extent I have dated ; or ell'e it will be admitted, 
that an immediate Hop ought to be put to the building any more lhip« of iuch large 
dimenfions.

PERMIT me, moft humbly, to lay before you my prefent fituation and cafe, rela¬ 
tive to a (hip I cut out in the year 1786, of about nine hundred tons, for your fer- 
vice, and named it. The India Company; which I was led to from perceiving, that by 
the fatal ftroke Government had fo wifely given to fmuggling, the trade of the Ealt- 
India Company muft encreafe inexpreffibly, and that they muft be in want ot more 
Ihips. And this, my idea, was very much (Lengthened by their having permitted 
feveral Ihips to be built, for their fervice, in the moft diftant and remote parts of the 
Ifland, where with much difficulty and great uncertainty they muft be infpeded, an 
from their being in bar, or embayed harbors, it became very doubtful whether they 
might be got out in due time for the fervice, or if ever, With fafety, to be fit for a 
trade of fuch conlequence.

Honorable Sirs, New Broad Street, 22d July, 1789. 

IN the year 1780, during the late war, I tendered to your Honors the ffiip Tartar, 
which was accepted of and fitted for your Honors fervice, at an expence of upwards 
of feventeen thoufand pounds. 

The faid ffiip returned in 1783, and delivered her cargo in equal good condition 
to any ffiip in the fervice. She was conftantly after tendered to your Honors for 
near three years, under a full expedition that (he ffiould be taken up again in your 
fervice. On the arrival of Lord Macartney in 1786, your Honors were pleafed to 
apply to me to tender the Tartar, but the faid ffiip had then been fold about two 
months. Your Honors fully acquainted with, the very great expence incurred in 
fitting her for the Company’s fervice, and the great lofs thereon, from her having 
been permitted to go but one voyage, were pleafed to accept of my tender to build 
a fliip for four voyages in lieu of the Tartar.

The new fhip called the Hartwell, was compleated In about nine months, with this 
additional hardship, that in order to fulfill my contract with the Company in time, I was 
obliged to advance money, and became a creditor for near three thoufand pounds, with 
the builders, who failed. The melancholy fate of the Hartwell, loft off Bonavifta, ow¬ 
ing to the mutinous fpirit of the crew, is well known to your Honors. 

I have now refpeftfully to requeft your Honors, to grant me leave to build another 
jfhip for your fervice, in lieu of the faid fhip Hartwell, for four voyages, at £20. per ton 
to China, and to other parts in proportion. 

I humbly hope, that the fame motives which induced your Honors to grant me leave 
to build the Hartwell, in lieu of the Tartar, will again induce your Honors to grant me 
the favor of building a new fhip in lieu of the Hartwell.

The Memorial of George Thomfon, in behalf of himfelf, and the 
original fubferibing Owners of the late Ship Calcutta, now living. 

Humbly fheweth, 

THAT your Memorialift by himfelf and friends held the major part of the fhares of 
that fhip, which he himfelf commanded, and that the management of the faid fhip, on 
the death of the late Mr. Hallett, was committed by him to the late George Willfon in 
truft. 

That when the faid fhip was worn out, a new fhip was built on the fame intereft ; 
and your Memorialift’s brother, William Thomfon, was recommended by him, to your 
Honors, as commander. 

That your Memorialift {till continued to intruft the faid George Willfon with the 
management till his death, which happened during the laft voyage of the laid fhip. 

That upon the arrival of the faid fliip in England, from her laft voyage, in the year 
J 7 $ 5 > one J°hn Mavor, under fome pretended power of attorney from Mrs. Jane Will¬ 
fon, the widow and executrix of the late George Willfon, did, as your Memorialift has 
been informed, make fome affignment of the bottom of the faid fhip to William Moffat, 
who applied to this Honorable Court for leave to build a new fliip in her room. 
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That 
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That your Memorialift in Oftober, 1785, prefented a memorial to this Honorable 
Court, Hating his claim and fituation ; in confequence of which, the laid William Mof¬ 
fat's application was incffe&ual. 

That in May, 1788, the laid William Moffat having renewed his application, your 
Memorial ill prefented another memorial to your Honors, and the laid application was 

again unfuccefsful. 

That your Memorialift. has been lately much furprifed to hear that the faid William 
Moffat has again tendered to this Honorable Court a fhip (that has been tendered «n 
other bottoms without luccefs) on the bottom of the Calcutta, figned by certain perfons 
calling themfelves Owners, fome of whom were not Owners of the former fhip; and 
others, it is prefumed, have been milled by niifreprefentation. 

That one fix tee nth lhare, for which the faid John Mavor has figned as attorney for 
Mrs- Willfon, belongs to your Memorialift, as appears even from the account current, 
delivered in to trim by the faid Mrs. Willfon, dated the 14th May, 1784, where your 
Memorialift has credit for the dividends upon that lhare. 

That the fifteenth lhare, figned for byjoliah Millington, as attorney for Mrs. Crowley 
and: company, is an impofition ; Mrs. Crowley being dead and the company diffblved, 
and the power of attorney of courfe at an end. 

That Mr. Curtis is out of town, but it is prefumed he has been induced to lien, by 
fome niifreprefentation fimilar to that which was formerly employed to obtain the fig- 
nature of Peter Holford, Efq. in the cafe of the fhip Dartmouth: in regard tiHwhtck 
Ihip, your Memorialift is now proceeding in Chancery againft the faid William Moffat 
and others. 

That Mr. Mangles, when applied to, declared, that if Mr. Curtis, when he returned to 
town, revoked his figuature, -he would do the fame, Neither of theft two gentlemen 
were original fublcribers. 

Tfjjft the fixteenth lhare, figned for by Ephraim D'Aguilar, was inftead of the exe¬ 
cutors of the late Jofeph Solomons, under condition that the- purchafer ihould adhere to 
your Memorialift’s intereft. 

That Mr. Jofeph Grote was the original fubferiber for the fixteenth, now figned for 
by John Erneft Bode, as executor of Conrad Harkfon ; and it is believed, Mr. Grote, 
who now lives in Qxfordfliire, will, upon application, fubferibe for your Memorialift, 
according to the original agreement. 

Thit Mrs. Dethick, co-executrix of the late Captain Dethick, who lives in Shrop- 
lhire, will alio, it is prefumed, fubferibe in favor of your Memorialift, for the .fixteenths 
now figned for by Ifaac Lucas, as attorney for William Downes, Efq. the other exe¬ 
cutor:, i . . : :■ : ; V.':.. :y> ' , ‘ '' ’< u i .

That the two fixteenths figned for by the faid William Moffat, have been put-chafed 
fince the Calcutta was worn out, with a view of taking advantage of your MemoriaHft’s 
fituation, to wreft his property from him. 

That Richard Wilbrahim Bootle and James Warren, Efqrs. two of the old Owners, 
have already fubferibed for your Memorialift, each a fixteenth ; as has Matthew Mon¬ 
tagu, Efq. in right of his wife, fole-heirefs of the late Francis Charlton., Efq. which, 
with his own lhare and that of his brother William, which he promifed to fubferibe by 
letter of the 16th January, 178 2, makes four fixteenths ; and your Memorialift enter¬ 
tains no doubt, but upon application to the different original Owners, fome of whom re- 
fide a confiderable diftance from town, he fhall be able, in the courfe of two or three 
weeks, to deliver into this Honorable Court a confiderable majority of fubferibers for 
your Memorialift’s intereft.

ON the 8th inftant, I had the honor to receive your explanation of the terms on 
which you will receive new (hips for the Company’s fervice, together with the 
Charter-Party, and book of By-Laws. _ 

After having paid a particular attention to the fpirit and probable operation of the 
different chutes,* which are offered to my confideration by your Honorable Court, 
I renew my tender to build a fhip of 1200 tons for the fervice of the Company, 
under the infpcdion of your Surveyor, and fubjcCt to your regulations and conditions, 
with the following exceptions, and the following alteration of the rate of freight. 

One of my moil material exceptions is to the claufe pointed out by the Secretary, 
which directs, “ That in cafe any fhip or fhips {hall be built or taken up for freight, 
“ for the ufe of the Company, the command of fuch fhip or (hips fhall be given 
*< to Captains out of employ, from their fhips being worn out.” By fuch a claufe, 
on the moll liberal conftrudion of it, I cannot poffibly lubmit to be bound, as it 
might not improbably oblige the Owners to entruft their large property with a power 
of drawing bills ow rheni* &c. to perfons who fhould have no other recommen¬ 
dation than their being out of employ, and in whofe abilities, prudence, and {econo¬ 
my, no confidence could be placed. 

I agree to the claufe which is intended to prevent' the fale of the command, or 
any other office in the fhip, and which engages the Owners not to demand or receive 
from the Commander or Officers, any film or funis of- money for the.freight of their 
private trade, under the ufual regulations or indulgence of the Court of Diredors, 
with this exception, that the freight of the thirty tons furplus, &c. fhall depend 
upon the good behavior and condud of the Commander, &c. of which the Owners 
cannot part with the power of judging. 

On the principle of the laft exception, I cannot, fubfcribe to the claufe which 
ordains, “ That the Owners fhall be retrained from removing any Commander, 

after he fhall have been regularly appointed and confirmed, without giving fuch 
“ reafons for his removal as fhall be fatisfaftory to the Court of Diredors;” as a 
compliance with fuch a claufe would render the Commanders independent of the 
Owners, and in a confiderable degree arbitrary with refped to the difpofal of the 
Owners property. 

To comply however with every reafonable propofition of your Honorable Court, 
refpeding the appointment of Commanders and Officers, I agree that, fuch perfons 
only fhall fill thofe offices, as have been regularly brought up in the Company's 
employ, againft whofe abilites no exception can lie, and who by their good condud 
may have it in their power to continue in the ftations in which the Owners may 
fix 'them . 

With refped to that claufe which eftablifhes the limitation of flowage homeward 
bound, I underftand it clearly to imply, that the Owners every voyage fhall have 
a f'ufficiency of goods to fill their fhips in the extent as therein del'cribed, or that in 
all events they fhall receive full freight according to the deferibed limitations. 

With thefe exceptions, and a fmall alteration, in the rate of freight occafionecl 
by the limitation of the furplus tonnage, 1 renew my offer to your Honorable 
Court to build a fhip of 1200 tons for the Company’s fervice, fubjed to the fame 
conditions as have been already admitted by me, at £ 18. per ton for the meafurement, 
including the kintledge, and the half of that freight for the lurplus tonnage, and 
to have a reafonable allowance made in cafe of a war with any foreign power.

IN compliance with the Honourable Court’s requeft, we have fent you an eftimate of 
the charge of building, outfit, and fundry other cxpences, on a ihip of 755 tons bur¬ 
then, calculated at 5 and y| per cent intereft, fuppofing her capable of going fix voy¬ 
ages, and of performing them in twelve years; and alfo the amount of freight for 755 
tons, at £%k. 1 oj. and fuppofing the fhip always to bring home 70 tons furplus, at 
£ 1 1. 15 j.' 

By this eftimate, which admits of no contingencies, fuppofing the lhips to be con- 
Handy employed to perform the fix voyages in twelve years, and that each voyage fhall 
be performed in 14 months, which we confider to be improbable; yet, fuppofing every 
favorable circumftance to happen in behalf of the Owners, that the fhip in the courle 
of fix voyages fhall never meet with any accidents, fhall never be detained in India, 
fhall always have 70 tons furplus goods laden on board, and that the freight fhall 
always be paid at the times ltated in the Charter-Party, which has never yec been done 
on the regular fhips; it appears that even with all thefe favorable circumftances, that 
the Owners at the prefent freight have been, and are carrying on the commerce o' the 
Company at a very coufiderable and manifefl lofs. 

A queftion here naturally.arifes ! Why do the Owners continue to tender tliofe fhips 
to the Company at the prefent freight ? The anlwer is obvious, The fhips were built 
for the life of the Eaft India Company alone, and they cannot be employed in any other 
fervice; mod of them were built during the late war, at a very great expence; and, 
though the freight which was then given by the Company, was eonfidered to oe 
exorbitant, yet it was by no means adequate to the expence ; for, had not the Owners 
taken the rifk of the whole fliippingVm them).elves, in which undertaking they hap¬ 
pened to be fortunate, they muff have been ruined. 

After having performed this fervice for the Company, at fo great a rifk, they did not 
expeft that every vifionary {peculator would have been put in competition with them. 

But we beg leave to obferve upon the ultimate lot's appearing againft a fmall (hip, 
that the Court has defired an eftimate upon a fhip, limited to the China fervices ; 
whereas the lhips hitherto, have varied their voyages to other parts of India ; the 
freight for which is higher, and the expence not proportionate, and the aid received to 
the fhip from fuch voyages, has prevented the heavy lols which attends a fhip ex- 
clufively employed to China. 

We are anxious to have the honor of fubftantiating, to the Honorable, Court, the en- 
clofed eftimates in the fulleft and mod fatisfadtory manner to them ; and we fhotild 
hope, that the Honorable Court will fee the propriety of giving inch relief as the 
Owners fituation abfolutely requires. The prefent rate of freight, the Owners beg 
leave to call to the recollection of the Court, was originally taken up experimentally j 
and which, by the prefent enclofed eftimate, will clearly demonftrate to the Court, that 
the Owners are, and itiuft be very great fufferers, fhould the fhip go every, voyage to 
China dii eft. 

In compliance with the requeft of the Honorable Court, we have alfo fent you the 
amount of building, outfit, and fundry other expences on a fhip of 1200 tons burthen, 
calculated at 7I per cent, intereft, fuppofing her capable of going fix voyages, and 
performing them in 12 years ; and alfo the amount of freight for 1200 tons at £zi. per 
ton, and fuppofing the fhip to bring 300 tons.furplus at £10. ioj. We here beg leave 
to obferve, that with refped to the lhips of 755 tons, we have been able to fubmit to 
the Honorable Court, nearly an accurate ftatement, as fome of thofe lhips have per¬ 
formed four and five voyages, and their accounts have been clofed, and our book afford 
us the melancholy truth before ftated. 

With refped to what the large fhips can perform, and at what expence, remains yet 
to be proved, none of them having performed more than one voyage, and any calcu¬ 
lation that can be made muff be merely fpeculative, and from various circumftances 
which may happen, the expence upon fuch a fhip may increafe from five to ten, nay, 
even to twenty thoufand pounds. 

The ftatement which we have fent is calculated at the loweft probable expence, the 
premium of infurance being allowed at 8 per cent, whereas the laft three years the 
Ow ners have paid 10 guineas; and fuppofing every favorable circumftance to attend 
the fhip, that fhe .fhall perform the fix voyages in 12 years, and always bring 300 tons

The Memorial of Captain Leftock Wilfon, late Commander of the Vanfittart. 

Humbly fhewetb, 

THAT the faid fhip was unavoidably loft on the particular fervice of the Com¬ 
pany, that your Memorialift’s conduit has been enquired into in the ufual manner, 
and the report of the Committee of Shipping having been approved by the Honorable 
Court of Directors, is, as your Memorialift conceives, a- full acquittal of him in 
refpedl to the whole of that unfortunate event, as well in relation to the acftual lofs, 
as to all the fubfequent tranfaitions. But, if in the judgment of the Honorable 
Court, a further inveftigation is deemed neceflary, your Memorialift is ready to 
fubmit to a new enquiry, trailing the fame will be made final and conclufive, and 
be held without lofs of time. 

^ Your Memorialift begs leave to quote the 135th paragraph of the Honorable 
Court’s inftrudtions to him, “ Having determined on the expediency of the Com- 
“ mander of fome early fliip, carefully examining the (trait on the Eaft of Banca, 
“ which is juftly preferred to the Strait of Banca, and as you have already pafled 
“ that way, and by your chart and obfervations communicated to Mr. Dalrymple, 
“ (hewn yourfelf well qualified for effecting this defirable objeeft, and alfo as we are 
<£ clearly of opinion, that the track propofecl, protnifes to be infinitely preferable to 
“ the old paflage through the Strait of Banca, and only requires to be further known 
“ and deferibed to be rendered eflentially ufeful and generally adopted by our outward 
“ and homeward-bound fhips, and as we confider you a proper perfon to make the 
“ neceflary obfervations, you are hereby authorifed to pafs to the eaftward of Banca 
“ in your paflage to China, and we apprehend you may make the defired obfervations 
“ without the leaft danger or inconvenience, as we conclude you may think it ne- 
“ celfary to bring your (hip to an anchor while your boats are taking the draft of 
“ water and otherwife ufefully employed, (hifting the birth of the (hip according to 
“ the progrefs made by your boats in the furvey ; we apprehend you may fpend a 
“ week or ten days in thus exploring thofe parts, but in an objeCt of fuch confequence, 
“ which may tend materially to the improvement of navigation, and be productive of

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“ VCT y. ,*>™eficial confequences to the Company, we do not mean to limit you to a 
“ fpccific number of days ; but you are only enjoined not to continue fo long on this 
“ ^rvice as to rifk, in the {'mailed degree, the lofs of your paflage the fame feafon to 
“ Cantoo ; but as you will be unavoidably detained feme days on this fervice, and it 
“ would be a hardfhip if the ditpatch of the Ihip from Canton {hould be protracted in 
" confequence thereof; we have, under this predicament, given directions to our 
“ Supra-Cargoes at Canton to confider your ihip as arrived there, and to place her 
“ accordingly in order of turn for difpatcn to Europe fo many days previous to her 
“ actual arrival there, as (he was ufefully employed on the fervice above-mentioned.’' 

And alfo a paper (igned Alexander Dalrymple, which was tranfmkted by the 
Secretary to your Mcmorialiit, with orders to follow it as nearly as he could, con- 
fiftent with the former orders he had received, viz. 

“ The exiftence and pofition of the ifland from Thornton in 21 0 S. near the 
“ meridian of Java Head, laid in the Arcans del Mare, 1661, to be an Englifh dif- 
*' covery, would be very deiirable to afeertain, and the extent and nature of the bank, 
“ on which the Harcourt had forty fathoms (tiff clay. 

“ The exaCt longitude of die Straits of Allas Lombock and Bally, which includes 
“ the eaft: end of Java, and the extent of Java to Batavia would be of the utmoft 
“ confequence in the navigation of India. The charts of Java differ feverai degrees 
“ m its extent from weft to eaft, and there are no observations that have come into 
“ my hands, competent to determine the exadt fituation of the eaft end of Java, 
“ which is a point elfentially neceflary for regulating the relative pofitions of the 
<c Oriental iflands, through which the various paflages to and from China are to 
“ l3e made. li the winds are favorable, efpecially in the lout h-eaft trade, it will make 
“ very little difference whether Captain Wilfon fleers for Java Head, or the Straits 
“ of Allas; and it is conceived the pafiage from thence, along the north coaft of 
“ Java to Batavia Road, would be made in as little time as from Java Head through 
“ the Straits of Sun da. 

“ is abfolutely neceflary for Captain Wilfon to fee Batavia, to take a frdh 
“ departure in proceeding to the objedt of his particular examination, and to afeer- 
“ tain the rate of his chronometer. 

“ As it is,proper to make the North Watcher before {landing to the Strait, and 
“ as the many banks which lie to the northward of Batavia and to the eaftward of 
“ the Thoufand Iflands, makes it highly proper to pals that way by day, it is hoped 
“ Captain Wilfon will be enabled to afeertain exadtly the pofition of the South 
“ Watcher, as well as of the North Watcher from Batavia. 

“ Captain Wilfon is fenfible, that it is elfentially neceflary fo know the obflrudlions 
“ which may lie on the fouth-fide of the Strait. Captain Larkins found the bank 
“ on which Captain Wilfon, as well as he, had {hallow water, was feparated from 
“ Banca; but the depth and extent of that bank being unknown, it is neceflary 
“ to afeertain them. In cafe the winds hang foutherly, it would be well if Captain 
“ Wilfon commenced his operations by clofe traverfes eaftward and weftward from 
“ the vicinity of the North Watcher to the entrance of the Strait, whereby the 
“ depths and quality of the ground will evince the proper channel to enter the 
<£ Strait by. 

“ It is not neceflary to offer any inftrudtions for Captain Wilfon’s proceedings in 
t£ examining the Strait, his own judgment and diferetion will direfllhim to the proper 
“ meafures. 

££ It would be very proper, if the winds permit, to make clofe traverfes eaftward 
££ and weftward after paffing Bufecom or Gafper Ifland, to afeertain, by the depth and 
<£ quality of the ground, the proper channel to enter the Strait from the northward ; 
“ and it recommended to make Porto Bello Ifland about 55 0 S. as that appears to be 
** an excellent mark for coming down the Strait. 

“It is^uppoled a north courfe from this ifland will carry Captain Wilfon in light 
<£ of the du ller Iflands, St. Julien and Camel’s Hump, all which are to be left to the 
<£ eaftward. Captain Wilfon will then pafs to the eaftward of the White Rock, Vidtoire, 
£< the iouthern anti northern Anambas In the pallage of the York, &c. 1781, deter- 
“ mining their potitions as he pafies. It is proper to afeertain the width of the chau- 
“ nel between the northern Anambas and the Natunas, which will compleac the ne- 
“ ceffary examination of the paffage by the eaft of Banca for outward or homeward

* £ bound Ihips ; but ir is recommended to Captain Wiifon to continue founding as he 

Hands to the northward, as that will be a good guide homeward bound. 

“ It is conceived that all here recommended to Captain Wilfon’s attention will be 
“ no lofs of time to his ihip in turn, as cpming within the Company’s inftrudfions, that 
te the time he is employed in this fervice fhall be allowed in his arrival at China. 

“ It muft be obvious that unforel'een circumfti ices may prevent Captain Wiifon 
“ from compleating the fervice in his outward bound voyage, which he might be 
“ able to perfect in a few days on his homeward bound paffage, and which nnilt not 
“ exceed eight days. It is therefore recommended to extend the fame equitable in- 
<c diligence of reckoning the time fo employed in his homeward bound voyage, in the 
“ lhip’s turn of building on her arrival in England. 

“ Captain Wiifon is particularly requefted to be attentive to his chronometer on his 
“ arrival at Mocao, as people are too apt to negleCt continuing their obfervations when 
“ they reach known lands, though that alone can afcertain the veracity of the chro- 
“ nometer. 

“ It is very much wiibed to have the trafts of foundings coming on the coaft of 
“ China from the edge of the Bank, as it will be of very great ufe in falling in with 
“ the Coaft in thick* weather.

Upon thefe orders, which your Memoriatift has quoted at length, he muft obferve 
that it was not only the Strait on the eaft of Banca, he was directed to explore, 
which he flatters himfelf he has completely done; but there were objeCts recom¬ 
mended to his attention in a large extent from 21 0 of fouth latitude, to Canton 
in 23 0 north ; and it was literally in the -execution of that paragraph, which direCts 
the making clofe traverfes after paffing Bufecom, a fervice, as the event has proved 
extremely neceffary, and which an infpeCtion of the chart will make evident that 
the accident happened. 

Your Memorialift moft refpe&fully appeals to thefe orders for the fenfe the Ho¬ 
norable Court had of the fervice the Vanfittart was fent upon, that it might tend 
materially to the improvement oft navigation, and be productive of very beneficial 
confequences to the Company, and evidently fuch as reflected credit on him in being 
feledted for the purpofe. 

He trufts the fame equitable .confideration ftill prevails with the Honorable Court 
which was manife'fted at that time ; and which, in providing for the only obvious 
injury your Memorialift could fuftain, conveys a ftrong affurance that he fhould not 
fuffer by any confequences arifing out of thefe orders. He humbly conceives it could 
nor be the intention of the Honorable Court to provide, in an efpecial manner, fora 
circumftance comparatively of but trifling confequence, and to leave your Memorialift 
unprotected in the greateft misfortune which cquld happen. 

Your Memorialift has no wifh beyond that of obtaining perniiflion to build for the 
fervice of the year 1791 r which will fcarcely place him in as good a fltuation, in refpeCt 
to future employment, as he would have been in had the Vanfittart; returned fafe, a 
circumftance which, but for the particular fervice Ihe was employed in, there can be 
but little doubt of. * But the Honorable Court’s equitable pcovifion in his favor, fhe 
would, judging from what has happened, have arrived the. firft Ihip from China, and 
have been the twenty-eighth in rotation for the enfutng feafon. Your Memorialift 
humbly hopes he may lay claim to this indulgence, under all the circumftances of the 
cafe; and after fix-and-twenty years of his life has been palled in the fervice of the 
Company, he trufts, without imputation, his intereft, his knowledge, and his profpedfs 
are confined to this fervice, and from it only can he derive the means of fupporting a 
large family, and the chance of making a fuitable provifion for the members of it. He 
throws himfelf upon the equity of the Honorable Court to confider how great the in¬ 
jury, which muft arife to himfelf and family, from the building of the Vanfittart being 
procraftinafed beyond the period he petitions for; but if it is put off to an indefinite time, 
the profpeCt of its happening at all, is fo extremely remote, that his little fubftance 
muft be entirely exhaulted in hopelefs expectation, and not the induftry of his future 
life can retrieve his circumftances from the ruin which muft inevitably fall upon them.

It is related in the 3d chapter of the tit volume of his third voyage, pages 29 and 30. 

f< At nine o’clock in the evening, on the 10th Augult, we law theifland of Bona 
« vifta, bearing ibuth, diffent little more than a league; though at that time _we 
te thought ourfelves much further off; but this proved a miftake. For after hauling 
{t to the eaftward till 12 o’clock to dear the funken rocks that he about a league from 
“ the fouth eaft point of the ifland, we found ourfelves at that time clofe upon .then*, 
“ and did but juft weather the breakers. Our fituafion, for a few minutes, was very 
“ alarming. I did not choofe to found, as that might have heightened the danger, • 
without any poffibility of leflening it.” 

Had Captain Cook, who everted himfelf, for that purpofe gone a little more to the 
eaftward to avoid the rocks which he faw, and which are the fame with thofe laid 
down in the charts fandioned by the Company, he would have fallen in with the rocks 
on which the Hartwell unfortunately was wrecked, and which are not laid down in 
thofe charts. 

The fame misfortune would have happened to him, had his original courfe been only 
about a league more to the eaftward, which it is plain he would have deemed no 
miftake-—Captain Cook, at the end of the fame chapter, under the head of Nautical 
Remarks, gives an account of the uncertainty of the currents in thefe parts, and the 
errors into which it may lead the moft expert mariners.

You 
will do me the favor to acquaint the Honorable Court that the Owners never confidcred 
that Refolution as affeding any Blips but thofe which were to be built fubfequent to 
that date. By your letters of the 2d February, 1787, addreffed to the Gentlemen 
whofe Blips were in rotation for building, they are requefted to inform the Honorable 
Court if they are willing to build a fhip of particular dimenfions to be let on freight 
for four voyages at a fixed rate ; fome letters and conferences palled on the fubje^f, but 
the bufinefs was poftponed. 

On the 31ft July following, I received a letter requefting my attendance upon the 
Honorable Court with Mr. Cameron and fome other Gentlemen, >we were then in¬ 
formed that feveral Blips had been laid down on fpeculation by the builders of fuch di¬ 
menfions as the Honorable Court approved, and requefted to know if we would adopt, 
and tender them ; although attended with many inconveniences on fo fliort a notice, 
we immediately acquiefeed; and Mr. Cameron and tnyfelf having fixed on the two 
largeft Blips, inftantly tendered them at £ 22 . per ton for China dired, and in pro¬ 
portion to other parts of India ; to this the Honorable Court objected, obferving, 
that, as the Blip Nottingham had been engaged the preceding feafon at £12. for fir ft 
and fecond voyage, and £zo. per ton for third and fourth to China diredt, we ought to 
be fatisfied with the medium freight of £zi. per ton, to which we agreed. If the 
freight is not to be continued for four voyages, how is that medium to be preferved ? 
The belief of a freight being permanently fixed was a ftrong inducement to riiany 
Gentlemen who had fuffered feverely during the war, to engage in a concern fo much 
beyond their ufual adventure; the' letters of the 2d February, 1787, required an 
agreement for four voyages, and every Owner confidered himfelf bound by it from 
'that moment, while peace continued: our tenders, which were accepted by the 
Honorable Court, alfo exprefled, “ demorage to be allowed the fame as was allowed 
“ the Blip Nottingham laft feafon but the Honorable Court have deviated from that 
agreement, and although the Blip Nottingham for the preceding and fubfequent 
voyage received demorage after four months detention in India, the regular Blips are 
compelled to Bay five months and four days before they come on demorage, by which 
the Owners, without a power to avoid it, maybe deprived of near .£1000. every voyage. 
I truft, the Honorable Court cannot wilh to put their old connedions who fo gene- 
roufly exerted themfeives laft war on a worfe footing than any new adventurers. 

From what I have laid, I am fure the Honorable Court will think my claim to £i't. 
per ton fully eftabliflied ; but independent of that, I am confident their liberality 
would inducethem to reconfider the Refolution of the 9th April lift. I had the honor 
to be deputed one of three Gentlemen to attend a Committee of the Honora¬ 
ble Court to afeertain the expences, rate of freight, &c. we were then compelled to 
make a calculation in diredt oppofition to our own opinions, upon a luppofition that fix 
voyages might be performed in twelve years, and that Blips of 1200 tons Biould bring 
home every voyage 250 tons furplus; upon this hypothecs, the Refolution of the 9th 
April laft was founded; the fallacy of which, is already fully eftabliftied, as many of 
the Blips have not been able to bring home fo much furplus, nor ever will, uu- 
lefs fuffered to violate Charter-Parties with impunity, and be flowed in fuch a 
manner as would endanger the health of the crew, the cargo of the Honorable 
* Company, and the fafety of the Blip, the number of Blips now at home and ex- 
peded, "over and above what the Honorable Court are likely to want, afford us 
the melancholy profpeft of many Blips laying at home two years or more between 
every voyage, and perhaps may hardly perform four voyages in twelve years, inftead of 
fix; the lols from fo large a capital remaining unemployed, and the decay of ftores 

7 laying 
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laying in a warehouse will be feverelv felt by the Owners : added to which, the de¬ 
cay of the fhips from age, will, mod probably, render them incapable of goug more 
than four voyages, and the calculations vv. had the honor to prefent clearly prove, 
that if a fhip is condemned after four voyages performed in eight years at £21, pec ton, 
the Owners will not receive 5 per cent, for their money. 

Unlefs therefore, the Honorable Court will guarantee the quantity of furplus ton¬ 
nage, and an allowance if not able to perform fix voyages in the limited time, it is un* 
fair to value upon them. 

To the candor and liberality of the Honorable Court I commit myfelf, in full con¬ 
fidence that they will do me the juftice to accept the tender already made.

I AM favored with youl’s of this day’s date, informing m€ that the Court of Di¬ 
rectors cannot accep of my tender, of the fhip Boddam, becaufe it is not made 
agreeable to a Refolutioif of Court of the.9th of April laft, viz. “ That the freight 
“ of the large ihips to China direct ought to be reduced to £z<s. per ton, and to Bom- 
u bay and China, and Fort Saint George and China to £21 per ton.” 

I muff, therefore, beg the favor of you to acquaint the Court, that I conceived I 
had made my tender agreeable to an implied contract fora peace-freight for 4 voyages, 
firft fuggefted by the Court of Directors, in their letter to Mr- Boddam, and other 
gentlemen then in rotation, to build under date of the ad February, 1787, but 
which was not finally concluded upon until the 3lit of July following, and then upon 
different terms of freight, arid at the particular requeft of the Court on finnller dl- 
menfions, the {hip having been begun upon by the builder previous to any comrade 
being made ; it is true, I obferve in the Court’s acceptance of the tender of the’31ft 
July, 1787, dated the 3d Auguft following, they fay, “ for the prefent feafon,” which 
words I conlidered as merely having reference to the Charter-Party which was to be 
grounded thereon, and which was drawn agreeable thereto, but both by the one and 
the other, it is very clear this fhip was not, or from her conflrucVion could not be con ft- 
dered in any point of view, as coming under the prefent dais of large fhips, all of 
which, except the Albion, are from 1169 to 1252 tons, her freight being contracted 
for at only 30.?. per ton lefs than fhips of 800 tons, or £zz. for China, See. whereas the 
large fhips were oontradfed for at cos. per ton lefs than thofe fhips, or £21. per ton for 
China, &c. Again, no more demorage was allowed on this lhip than on the final! 
fhips, viz. £20 16s, Sd. per day, whereas the large ihips are allowed demorage in 
proportion to their tonnage. 

In full confirmation of the equity of this conflrudtion, if the Court will be pleated 
to refer to the eftimates recently agitated by a Committee of the faid Court, and a 
Committee of Ships Hufbands, of the earnings of a fhip of 800 tons, and one of 1200, 
they will clearly fee the great difadvantages fhips of 1000 tons, or thereabouts*, la¬ 
bour under compared with large fhips of 1200 tons; the former, except in the 
article of building, requiring nearly the fame expence of outfit, and fame number 
of hands as the latter, notwithftanding their earnings each voyage mull be lefs by 
five thoufend pounds, which is equal to more than £3. 10 s. per ton; for here it is ne- 
cefiary to apprize the Court, that although from form the Boddam is tendered as car¬ 
rying only 99 men, it is a known faft that I am under the neceflity of putting more 
than t 20 men on board to navigate her properly. 

1 have only further to requeft you would acquaint the Honorable Court, that if 
they are advifed that no implied contract for a fixed peace freight for four voyages was 


made 
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made by them when the building of larger fhips than ufual was firft agitated, I am 
ready to abide by fuch decifion; and in that cafe I reft upon the juftice and equity of 
the Court of Directors for fuch freight as they think this Ihip is entitled to under the 
peculiar circumftances of her dimenfions, being required by the Court to tender this 
lhip, which was then building on fpeculation, though much fmaller than my own 
wilhes, and which it has fince been proved, by their own eftimates, muft be navigated 
to the difadvantage of at leaft £2. 10s. per ton compared with the large fhips, allowing 
for the extra expence of building, if let at the fame freight of £20. per ton.

I AM favored with your letter of the nth inftant, informing me that you had laid 
the Albion’s tender before the Court of Diredtors, and that the fame not being made 
agreeable to the Court’s Refolution of the 9th of April laft, viz. “ That it appears to the 
“ Court that the freight of the large fhips to China diredt, ought to be reduced to 
“ £20 . per ton, and to Bombay and China, and Fort St. George and China to £21. per 
<c ton,” could not be received. 

Permit me to obferve, that on the 31ft July, 1787, the Court, in a conference with 
the Owners, informed them, that the fhip builders had laid down feveral fhips on fpe- 
culation, on fuch dimenfions as the Honorable Court approved, and required to know 
if the Owners would adopt and tender them ; and although the Albion’s dimenfions 
differed fo materially from the reft, and that fo fhort a notice was attended with va¬ 
rious inconveniences, Mr. Royds, the then Managing Owner, immediately acqui- 
efeed ; and the Court, at the time of adjufting the freight of the fhips above alluded to, 
fixed the Ceres and Carnatic at £21. during peace, and the Albion at £22. which was 
obvioufly founded as a medium freight, confidering the Albion between a large and 
fmall fhip. 

I beg you will be pleafed to inform the Honorable Court, that I do not expedf or 
wifh that the Albion fhould fail on terms of freight more advantageous than other fhips 
in the fervice, and prefuming the Honorable Court have no defire to place her on a 
worfe footing, I annex a ftatement, comparing the earnings of a fmaller fhip with 
hers, which will prove to the Honorable Court, that at £20. per ton fhe would abfo- 
lutely fail on much worfe terms than all other fhips in their employment. 

A lhip of 818 tons, at £23. ior. earns - - £ 19223. 

The Albion of 961 tons, at £20. would earn - - 19220. 

Now although the Albion is 143 tons larger, and her original coft of hull, cordage, 
ftores, and expence of failing proportionately greater, yet at this rate of freight no 
allowance for fuch difference would be made; I therefore have no doubt the Court 
will fee the peculiar difadvantage the Albion would labour under. 

Moreover, I am perfuaded, the Court were of opinion, at the time of accepting the 
tender, that the Albion could only be confidered on the footing of a fmall fhip, except 
in refpeft of her being let at thirty fliillings per ton lefs freight; as when the Court 
were requefted fo allow her demorage in proportion.to her tonnage, they did not think 
proper to grant it; but eftablifhed her demorage the fame as a fmall fhip, viz. 
£20. 16 s. 8d. per day, when that of the large fhips was eftablifhed in proportion to 
their tonnage. ^ 

I beg you will obferve to the Honorable Court, that the 105 tons furplus, brought 
by the Albion, is a proof that her conftrudtion gives her no advantage over a fmall fhip, 
many of them having exceeded that quantity. 
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I therefore trufl the Honorable Court will confider £22. per ton for the Albion to 
China direct, as no way difproportionate to the advantages received by other (hips.

I have only to obferve, that my letter of the t8tli inflant has fully Hated the fitu- 
ation in which the Albion Hands; I will therefore trouble the Court no further than 
to Hate that at the terms of £zi. ion now offered, lhe will not earn more than a blip of 
880 tons, though lhe is 81 tons larger, and in hull only coft £1053. more. 

If the Honorable Court are fatistied of this inequality, l truft lhe will be allowed 
the fame freight as on her former voyage. It having Ijeen agreed, that £z$. ids. was 
a proper freight for a fhip of 800 tons ; £%i. 10s. cannot be conftdered as proportionate 
to a (hip of 961 tons. 

But if, on the contrary, the Court are determined not to allow £22. per ton, I mult 
be reduced to the neceffity of acceding to their prefene offer, the fhip being built for 
their lervice, and is fit for no other.

T RECEIVED yours of the 19th Augufl, informing me of the Rcfolution of the 
Honorable Court not to allow more than £zo. per ton for the Ihlp Carnatic to China 
■ciireCt; 1 fhall be much obliged if you will requeft rhe Honorable Court to inform me 
upon what that Refolution is founded, as the Gentlemen Who took fhares in the concern 
upon my afTuring them that a freight was -permanently fixed, will require fome ex¬ 
planation from me that the agreement, was made as fiateu in my bit; I am ready to ar¬ 
id! upon oath, as will alfo Mr. Cameron, and if the Honorable Court believe our de¬ 
clarations to be true, Khali that agreement be violated becaufe not committed to writ¬ 
ing ? The fhip Nottingham was chartered for four voyages, the letters to the Owners 
of 2d February, 1787, expressly require an agreement lor four voyages, and taking 
the average freight of the Nottingham on four voyages, clearly proves the Intent. 
Has any attempt been made to lower the freight of that fhip ? It has hitherto been the 
invariable rule of the Honorable Company to put fhips of equal ability on equal 
terms; the demorage was agreed for, not only verbally, but in writing exprefsly, 
“ The fame as allowed rhe fhip Nottingham laft. feafonthe Honorable Company- 
have thought proper to alter that upon a lbppofed aflent to a chufe put into the Char¬ 
ter-Party without the knowledge of the Owners, and at a time when the operation 
was fo trifling as might eafily etcape obfi.rvation, viz. “ That eight days be allowed 
for every 50 tons a fhip medfures above 750 tons before fhc enters on demorage,” this 
daub was inferted when Ihips of 800 tons burthen was the utmoH tonnage allowed to 
be built, and confequently the difference of a few days was palfed over; it was fix 
months or more fubfequent to this, before the large fhips were thought of, and the 
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hurry in which the bufhiefs was done as I related to the Honorable Court in my laft, 
would be a fufficient excufe for not recolleding it, few men being capable of holding 
in memory every claufe of fo voluminous a work as a Charter-Party, but even had it 
been known, an agreement fo exprefsly made of a fubfequent date, muft in equity dd 
away the claufe. 

The juftice and impartiality which ufually marks the condud of the Honorable 
Court, 1 trail will prevent them allowing two thips of equal fize to remain on terms 
fo very different to each other. 

The unexampled liberality with which the Owners deputed to confer with the Com* 
mittee of the Honorable Court produced the amounts of outfits and expenditure of va¬ 
rious ihips, and their perfed acquiefcence with the propofals of the Gentlemen on the 
part of the Company, juftly claim a condud equally liberal from the Honorable Court; 
the ftatements agreed upon in conference, and thofe we were compelled to make are 
both before the Honorable Court, a reference to them will clearly prove, that the num¬ 
ber of ihips which will, in future, remain at home unemployed beyond what was then 
expeded, would more fully juftify an increafe of freight than any redudion. 

I hope the Honorable-Court will have the goodnefs to inform me upon what ground 
a redudion of freight cah poffibly be founded ; that they will do me the favor to re- 
confider my letter of the 12th current jointly with this, which, I trail, will induce 
them to accept the tender already made.

YOUR letter of the 215th of Auguft, informs me, the Honorable Court of Di- 
redors do not fee any good grounds to depart from their former refolution of the 
t8th inftant. Pleafe to acquaint the Honorable Court, that 1 did hope they would 
have made known upon what that refolution was founded ; whether they difputed 
the exiftence of an agreement I had i'olemnly attefted, or fetting that afule, had 
adhered to their refolution of the 9th of April, founded on a calculation, they 
compelled the Owners to make upon a certain data fixed by the Honorable Court, 

but which they reftife to gurantee. . 

The Owners confider the large ihips on a very different footing to the others, and 
the Honorable Court, in their letters to the Gentlemen in rotation for building, have 
always expreffed themfeives in very different terms. The firftare in February, 
1787, to know if they will build a fliip for four voyages, at a certain freight, and the 
fame has been continued for all the large Ihips ; but other words are made ufe of for 
the (hips of 800 tons whole freight is left open to the terms agreed on for the feafon. 
What inference can be drawn from the forms of office fo invariably attended to, but 
that the large Ihips are permanently fixed; if not, why mention the freight ? 

The Honorable Court know the Carnatic was built for their fervice, and is fit for no 
other, therefore if they will not give me more than £20. per ton, I am in their power, 
and muft fubmit, but freely own I feel and lament the fevere treatment. 

I muft beg leave to call the attention of the Honorable Court to the condud of 
the Owners laft war, when the Honorable Company owing them from a million to a 
million and half of money, did not hefitate declaring they could not pay them; yet 
the Honorable Company found no interruption to their commerce. When new fhips 
were wanted they were chearfully fupplied by the old Owners, although at an enor¬ 
mous expence; and for the years which their payments were in arrears, they received 
only an intevell of 4 per cent, whilft other people were making 10 and 12 per cent, 
per annum, in government fecurities. When peace was reftored, they reafonably 
expeded every poffible indulgence from the Honorable Company by way of compen- 
fation, for no freight whatever could be adequate to the rifks they had run; but 
they have the mortification to find various fpeculators have been admitted, which 
retards the rotation of the regular fhips, and in the inflance of the Nottingham, the 
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Honorable Company give higher freights and fupcrior advantages, to what they 

will allow their old friends* . . ,, 

The Owners are much concerned to find that any new fubjett of altercation mould 
arife with the Honorable Court; they were in hopes the conference held in the 
fpring, when the various calculations were made* would have been decifive ; they 
propofe laying before the Court a full ftaterrient of their fittfation* and if from fuch 
feprefentation, the Honorable Court Ihouid be induced tO make any allowance 
beyond £20. per ton, I truft the Honorable Court will do me the juftice to put 
the Carnatic on the fame footing;

WE have been favored with your letter of yefterday’s date, Hating that the Court 
of Directors had fignifted they would not regulate the chartered tonnage of the 
fhips Alfred and Taunton Cattle, by the regiftered tonnage at the Cyftouj Houle, 
and would allow only fuch as was preferibed in the letters of leave to build. 

In reply thereto, we beg you will inform the Court, that the full tonnage by 
meafurement has been invariably allowed to every fhip in their fervice, and that 
we truft the Court will obferve the fame meafure of equity towards us, which they 
have done to all who have preceded us, and that we beg the Court will have the 

goodnefs 
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goodnefs to refer to their own records to elucidate this matter; it will then appear 
that the Letters of Leave to us are perfectly fimiiar with thofe given to the Owners 
of former fhips, and that the adtual tonnage has been allowed in the Charter-Party 
founded upon this reafonable principle, that a precifion in point of adtual tonnage 
is not practicable upon any given dimenfions. 

Inthe Letters of Leave granted laft fpring to build three new fhips, the Court 
have marked their intentions on this fubjeCt in a way that precludes all doubt. They 
have thereby aboliihed the hitherto prevailing ufage of chartering fhips upon the 
aftual tonnage, and the fame being properly notified to the Owners, they cannot 
claim the benefit of aCtual tonnage, and confequently will regulate themfelves ac¬ 
cordingly ; but as we built under eftablifhed ufage, and before the Court deemed 
it necefiary to depart from it, we are confident that the equity of the Court will 
place us on the fame footing with all other fhips, built under the fame circumftances 
in every refpeCl as ours have been. 

When we ftated to the Court the regiftered tonnage of the Alfred and Taunton 
Caftle, it was the only authority on which we could proceed, and we imagined the 
meafurement by the Company’s Surveyors Could not differ materially from that 
by the King’s Officers, fince they both aCt under oath ; but we have now a corredt 
account of the tonnage refulting from the meafurement by the Company’s Officers, 
and although the difference between that and the regiftered tonnage at the Cuftom 
Houfe is efiential, we are fenfible that the general ufage of the fervice has been to 
charter the fhips only for the tonnage given by the meafurement of the Company’s 
Officers/ and confequently we mean only to folicit from the equity of the Court, 
that agreeably to the eftablifhed ufage of the fervice, until abolifhed by the Court’s 
Letters of Leave to build laft fpring, they will be pleafed to charter our refpeftive 
fhips according to the tonnage by meafurement of the Company’s Surveyors, which

YOUR letter of the 17th Odiober was duly received, and we beg you will fub- 
mit to the Court of Directors on our parts, that we entreat their indulgence for 
intruding once more on their important occupations ; but their determination to limit 
the tonnage of our fhips by the Letters of Leave to build, eftablilhes fuch a rigorous 
and unmerited diftindtion to our prejudice, that we truft the Court, upon a reconfi- 
deration of the cafe, will remove it. 

Our contradb with the Company were dated in May 1789, # and were perfedtly fimiiar 
to thofe of every fhip in the fervice at that time. The conftrudtion of thofe contracts 
is beft afeertained by the Court’s uniform practice upon them, fandtioned by length of 
time, and applied to numerous inftances without a fingle exception, that conftrudtion 
became virtually a part of the contract, and to depart from it without due notice is, 
in equity, a breach of the contract, as underftood and adted upon by both parties. 
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The allowance of adual tonnage could not have been_ granted as a matter of favor 
to individuals, we fhould infult the Lourt to impute it to luch a. motive. I he tact is, 
it was an eftablifhed fyftem j if the Court aded wrong in giving uniform fandion to 
fuels a fyftem, which we doubt, as the rate of freight is governed by .a coliedive view 
of all the advantages, which either pqfitive contract or eftablifhed ulagC produce; but 
admitting that the”'Court now difeover an error in their former fyftem, the corrective 
regulation introduced can only apply to thole to whom a timely Communication of it 
gave the option, whether under the privation of a certain benefit, i'eciu ed to the 
Ovvners by r a principle facrcd in law and equity, thatol invariable' precedent, the Owners 
would ferve the Company upon the terms propofed. 

In June, 1790, the Court introduced an alteration in the Letter of Leave, or Contract 
for Building. 7 ' That alteration aboliflscd the eftablifhed ufage of chartering the fhips, 
at the adual tonnage refulting from mealurement by the Company’s Officers, and 
fpecially marked that the chartered tonnage ffsould not exceed 1200 tons. 

The adoption of this new claufe clearly indicates the opinion of the Court, that the 
equity of eftablifhed ufage founded upon their own uniform conftrudions of the former 
Letter of Leave, or Codtrad for Building, could not be done away without a formal 
notification. The Records of the Company fliew, and the conduit of the Court proves, 
that the Court was perfectly apprifed that the actual dimenfions of a fhip, as originally 
applied., will encreafe by the effects of a principle inherent in all conftrudion with 
timber. In every, inftance that has taken place, and in every inftance it has been 

allowed. . . r 

Had the frame of our ihips been formed of lefs dimenfions than given m the Letter 
of Leave, fo as to allow for the fhip’s falling our, the Company’s furveyors would have 
confidered it as a deviation : they law and approved on the part of the Company the 
Arid -conformity, in point of dimenfions, with the Letter of Leave. If their Surveyors 
will- Hate to the Court, that our builders exceeded the preferibed dimenfions, and that 
they remonftrated againft it without effed, we dciift from our claims; on the other 
hand, if the dimenfions of our Ihips, in their original frames, were If lidly conformable 
to your Letterof Leave ; if the Company’s Surveyor Taw and approved thole dimenfions; 
if the trifling iucreafe in their dimenfions, when meafured, be acknowledged to be the 
natural and inherent property in large conftrudions or timber; if the Records of the 
Company, and the condud of th.c Court, fliew that fuch encreafe has conflantly and 
invariably occurred, and been in every inftance allowed ; if the Court cannot point out 
lome diftindtion in our cafe fatal to the principle on which we found our claims ; we 
traft thofe claims fo proteded by unvarying precedent, eftablifhed by the uniform adis 
of the Court, will be liberally confidered, for wc are perfuaded the jufticeof the Court 
cannot mean to mark us out as vidims of an cx poll: fado regulation. 

It. is poflibki that we may view our own cafe with too much partiality, but we can¬ 
not conceive that the Court can enforce their late refolution againft us, without at the 
fame time unfettling the tonnage of every fhip in the fervice. 

By fugo-efting this we do not injure either the Owners of the other flaps or the Com¬ 
pany, for the ram of freightrauft apply to the given tonnage; we mean to mark by it, the 
peculiar -hard fhips impofed upon us and our Owners. I he Court is as fully entitled to 
adopt a new conftrudion cm a concrad in 1786 as upon one perfedly fimilar, dated in 
1789; if equality be eftablifhed amongft the Owners, and the tonnage or their re- 
fpedive fhips fhould be rated upon one'and the fame principle, .we are perfectly md if- 
ferem whether our rtiips are rated at the whole or half of their tonnage. I he quan¬ 
tum of freight mufl embrace this and every other circumftance in the contract; if the 
excefs in point of dimenfions in our fhips can be imputed to defign, or if it be more 
than the medium in all the (hips allowed aduai tonnage, without a fingle exception, 
we relinquifh our claim, and will entreat the Court s pardon for oui inti.ufioii on them. 

We fhall only further obfbrve, that- the uniform pradice of a public body, fora great 
length of time, and applied without exception to numerous in fiances, eftabiifht s fo 
forcible a precedent, that to depart from it, without notice, is an ad of exu em.. 1 igo;. 
We before folicited the equity of the Court, and we are now unwilling to remonitrarc 
againft its dccifion, being at all times tpore dilpofed to entreat their liberality than to 
claim their juftice. To a further and more mature confideration, which we truft the 
Court will give to it, we coniign the ultimate fate of our cafe.

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could not be furmoynted, I might have her, at her return, for five tboufand pounds. 
It fell to the latter, but at her return (Ire was refufed me on the agreed terms, and 
a demand made of £ 20000. for the command only, and this by way of fulfilling 
his engagements. All further negotiation was avoided by Mr. Williams, and he 
fuffered himfelf to be brought into a Court of Juftice, no doubt perfectly aware 
of the lhelter he (hould find, which was, that the offence he had been guilty of fet 
afide the due courfc of law, and proved to him a fecurity, as the consideration I 
was to have paid him was there conftrued to be illegal, as being contrary to your 
By-Laws. I humbly requeft your Honorable Court to confider the hardship of 
my cafe, as well as that of every dependant officer in your fervice. If a (hip’s 
hufband has it in his power wantonly to fport with N an officer’s fubfiftence and 
peace of mind for four years, as Mr. Williams has done with mine, and then be 
fuffered to find a lhelter for his iniquity, under thofc very laws which he was bound 
by heavy penalties not to offend againlt, the fituation of the officers in your fervice, 
is peculiarly degrading and fevere. 

My petition to your Honorable Court is this, being through the cruel and unwar¬ 
rantable ill treatment of the two ffiips’ hulbands, whom I have named, thrown out of 
every profpeCt of employment in your fervice, and from the honor which you did me, 
by approving fo highly of my attention to agronomical navigation, when Chief Mate 
of the Dutton, through Mr. Cuming, one of your late members, I am induced here¬ 
with to make you a tender of a new fhip, to be built for next feafon, of 1000 tons, or 
upwards, builders meafurement, under the infpedtion of the Honorable Company’s 
officers, to be employed five voyages, if found fit for the fervice, to China, or any 
other part of India, which your Honors may pleafe to diredt to be paid, after the rate 
of £16. per ton from China for the whole tonnage, which the faid Ihip may bring 
home, reckoning the kintledge after the rate of the drip’s burthen, and from other 
places in proportion ; or at £18. per ton whole freight, and £9. per ton furplus ton¬ 
nage, and to abide by the claufe of parting off the lower deck for cargo there, as 
fpecified in a letter to Mr. Fiott, 5th March, 1790, from your Honorable Board. 
The other conditions agreeably to your ufual Charter-Party, and to have a reafonablc 
allowance made, in cafe of a w'ar with any foreign power. The above Ihip to be 
commanded by me, and navigated with a proper number of men, and ufual number 
of guns, and my friends will give undoubted fecurity for the due performance of the 
contract on their parts, as Owners to the faid fhip, and hope your Honorable Couit 
will confider my petition as deferving your notice, and that it will procure me redrefs 
in your acceptance of an offer fo highly advantageous to the interefts of the Company, 
and thus prove the means of redoring me to employment in your fervice, which is the 
utmoft height of my ambition, and which would be gratefully acknowledged, by

57th By-Law,. 

IT is ordained. That if any new fhip or fhips fhall be built, or taken up on freigat, 
for the v.fe of the Company, the command of . fuch fhip or fhips fhall be given* to 
Captains out of employ, from their fhips being worn out; and if there fhall be no 
Captain in that predicament, then to Officers properly qualified for a command under 
the eftablifhed regulations of the fervice, fuch peffons refpedively being found, on 
enquiry, to have faithfully and honorably difchafged.their duty in their feveral ftations; 
and the Owners fhall be reftrained frond removing any commander after he fhall have 
been regularly appointed and confirmed, without giving fuch reafons for his removal 
as fhall be fatisfa&ory to the Court of Directors.
